RED SQUILL KILLS RATS. 


Rats are not only an enormously 
expensive pest because of what they 
consume and destroy but also a men­ 
ace to human health. 
We find the 
following 
direction 
for 
poisoning 
them in The Progressive Farm er; 
"Red squill poison baits are effec­ 
tive against lats. 
Several kinds of 
bait mixtures are used, because the 
rats will become 
wary of any 
one 
food. 
It is a good idea to "prebait", 
that is, use various mixtures without 
poison for a night or two, and then 
set up poison stations where the rats 
are known to feed and live. 
About 
a level teaspoonful of bait is Used in 
one spot* 
Bait 
may be 
spread on 
si..all 
rounds of cardboard, which are easy 
tov gather up and destroy; or put in­ 
to paper hags. 
with the tops 
tied. 
Care should be used to keep pets out 
of the way when rat poison is about,

-mith and ten sta ff men went into the 
cotton fields before 
sun-up 
every 
morning and tied up the plant flow­ 
ers with wire to make them self- 
pollinated. 
Now beginning the fifth 
year of the work. 
Goldsmith 
esti­ 
mates that HO miles of wire 
have 
been used for this phase of tho work. 
Root-rot is being attacked by other 
agencies in the state from two other 
angles.
